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Agawam schools 
to launch new 
academic standards

AGAWAM — This September, Agawam schools will 
begin to implement a revised and more rigorous curricu- 
lum framework for students from pre-kindergarten to high 
school. 

Agawam — and all other school districts in the state — is 
required to start working toward making curriculum changes 
this fall to align with a new set of combined state and na- 
tional standards that will be 
linked to a new student as- 
sessment system. 

The state is giving school 
districts until the end of the 
2012-13 school year to fully 
integrate the revised cur- 
riculum. While Massachu- 
setts academic standards are 
already among the best in 
the nation, these curriculum 
changes will create even 
higher learning standards and 
assessments for students.

Curriculum frameworks more comprehensive 
Allison LeClair, Agawam's director of curriculum and in- 
struction, said the revised curriculum and standards are more 
comprehensive than the current curriculum and standards. 
More instruction and classroom assessment tools will be used 
to improve the teaching and learning system in schools. 
Changes will include phasing out instruction on standards 
not included in the new frameworks and phasing in instruc- 
tion on standards contained in the new frameworks, but not 
contained in the current ones. 
The reason for the change goes back to 2010 when the 
state and its local school districts applied for Race to the Top 
(RTTT) money under a competitive federal grant from the

Postal consolidation 


delayed to May 


Shrewsbury, Hartford to 


handle local mail

REGION — Actions to close or consolidate post of- 
fices and processing plants across the nation have been 
delayed to May 15, 2012 following a request by sena- 
tors. 

Of those already approved for consolidation is Spring- 
field’s Processing and Distribution Center, at which mail 
in Western Massachusetts is processed. Mail from the 
region with zip codes beginning with 010, O11 and 012 
will be rerouted to processing plants in Shrewsbury and 
Hartford, Conn., 

“We will still be doing some sorting there,” said 
Christine Dugas, United States Postal Service media 
contact, of the Springfield location. “But it will no lon- 
ger be a processing and distribution center.’ Dugas said 
a rumor of the sale of the Springfield building is false. 
“Some smaller sorting operation may occur there,” she 
said. This action is projected to save $14.24 million an- 
nually. 

The Springfield Processing and Distribution Center is 
one of 252 centers across the United States which had its

A note of holiday Looking toward the future 


cheer at winter 
concert

Roberta G. Doering School’s grade 6 Concert Band 

was ready to perform its annual Winter Concert just 
before the holiday break on Dec. 22. Having started prepara- 
tions for their four main selections in early September, direc- 
tor Zachary Scherpa was confident that a wonderful evening 
was in store. 

“These kids have been hard at work; this was definitely 
a tough lineup,” Scherpa said, adding, “but that didn’t stop 
them.” With this being Scherpa’s 11th year directing at the 
Agawam Middle School Concert, he has seen a wide range 
of talent, but claims that this year is perhaps the best he has 
seen in quite a while. 

“This is probably the best concert band we’ve had in about 
seven years now. They are really exceeding for the level 
they’re at.” 

This likely derives from a great amount of practice and 
dedication on the part of the students. Along with their 
daily sectional rehearsals during school time, these young 
performers also wake up extra early three days out of the 
week to practice together as a full band before their school 
day starts. The majority of Scherpa’s students don’t seem to 
mind these early hours. In fact, they enjoy it. Introduced to 
their instrument of choice in fifth grade, the students are then 
guided step by step for the following two years by Scherpa. 
For more than a decade now, he has been inspiring young 
musicians to love what they do, proving that playing music 
is just as fun as it is educational. 

Take, for example, the opening piece of the night, a two- 
part tune written by Paul Cook called “Themes from Harry 
Potter.” Scherpa felt it was “time to do” these well known 
songs from the hit book-turned-movie series, considering the 
release of the last film this past summer. 

“You know me, I am king of overkill,’ Scherpa explained 
as he produced a mock Voldemort wand, which he later di- 
rected the piece with. 

He would then follow up with a “pretty intense” piece by 
Elliot Del Borgo, known as “Voodoo Dance.” This selection 
opened with a “slow and creepy vibe” and concluded with 
an “aggressive, fast tone” to keep the audience as enthused 
as the players. The “high achievement” group was then se- 
lected out of the band to come forth and perform a holiday 
ensemble of “Silent Night,’ “Chanukah,” “Holiday Medley” 
and “Up on the Housetop.” 

The next piece Scherpa described as “incredibly difficult 
for such a young age.” The well-known Pachelbel Canon was 
played beautifully, with an especially impressive clarinet per- 
formance. Closing with another seasonal selection, “Kings 
of Christmas” added a warm touch to the evening. Ending 
with a cheerful note, the students rose to take their bows, 
beaming with confidence as Scherpa turned to them and gave 
a sly grin; impressed and proud of his young performers. 

These busy workers have already begun rehearsing for 
their next performance, Agawam Band Time, a concert in 
which all band levels of the Agawam school district join to 
performance in the high school gymnasium. This will also 
be the debut of the fifth grade concert band, the youngest 
musicians on stage. 

Scherpa said he has confidence that this concert will be as 
much of a success as the previous one.

Council supports exploration of high school, early childhood center

AGAWAM — The Agawam City Council suspended its 
typical rules for a re-organizational meeting and voted on a 
pending piece of business at the first meeting of 2012, agree- 
ing unanimously to allow Interim Superintendent William 
Sapelli to submit a Statement of Inter- 
est (SOD) to the Massachusetts School 
Building Authority for exploration of a 
possible new high school and an Early 
Childhood Center. 

While the vote was unanimous, some 
city councilors, including Councilor 
Robert Rossi and new members Chris- 
topher Johnson and Paul Cavallo, said 
they would support the SOI, but may 
not necessarily support the building of 
a new high school due to the number 
of renovations the current building has 
received as well as the fact the building 
itself is in good condition. 

“We just did an addition to the high 
school in 1997,” said Rossi. “There was work done to the 
façade and the offices and 18 classrooms added on to the 
building. Then we spent $1 million in 2000 to build a new 
media center. The building itself is in sound condition.” 

Rossi added the town is still paying debt service on the 
work done to the high school, but said he supports the SOI 
because of the needs expressed for the Early Childhood Cen- 
ter. 

“The Early Childhood Center is not appropriate for the 
programs we need,” said Rossi. “There was talk about putting 
it in the high school so it can be considered by the MSBA, 
but that may be a backdoor approach to getting funding from 
the state.” 

Rossi said he had originally come to Tuesday’s meeting to 
vote against the SOI, but indicated he will support it because 
it does not commit the town to any funding.

“I will support this, but I do not want to leave the impres- 
sion that I support a new building right now,” said Rossi. 

Cavallo agreed. The former Agawam High School prin- 
cipal said the media center was built in 2000 to address 
concerns by the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges, who handle accreditation for the school district. 
Cavallo added the last accreditation in 2008 did not place 
the high school on warning status for any 
major reasons. 

He also argued that projected drops in 
enrollment would eliminate potential for 
overcrowding issues, something that has 
helped schools gain higher priority with 
the MSBA. 

“Pm very surprised the state has not 
even asked about enrollment numbers,” 
said Cavallo. “But I have done the num- 
bers and the enrollment is expected to 
drop. At this stage, I don’t see the need 
for a new high school. It’s not in bad 
shape.” 

— Johnson spoke briefly, saying he agreed 
with Rossi's and Cavallo’s points. 

Councilor George Bitzas sponsored the SOI resolution 
due to the timeline for submission for the schools, which is 
Jan. 11. The council will not meet again until Jan. 17. 

The School Committee voted 5-0 in late December to sub- 
mit the SOI, which must be done yearly. 

“This just keeps us on the list to be considered by the 
state,” said Bitzas. 

Rossi said he believes it will likely be several years be- 
fore a project moves forward in Agawam, but said the Early 
Childhood Center is something that needs to be addressed in 
the near future. 

The high school, with all of its renovations, is 266,000 
square feet. New space has also opened in the school with 
the removal of the town’s Building Maintenance Department 
and Parks and Recreation Department from the building.

This announce- 
ment came Sept. 15 by the postal service in 
an effort to save nearly $3 billion a year. In 
addition to closing or consolidating centers, 
mail-processing equipment may be reduced 
by 50 percent, the nationwide transportation 
network “dramatically” decreased, 35,000 
positions cut and First-Class mail standards 
revised, according to the United States Postal 
Service. Since 2006, 186 facilities have been 
closed, 1,500 pieces of equipment removed 
and costs reduced by $12 billion. 

For Western Massachusetts residents, 
these proposals affect delivery times of 
First-Class mail. Next-day delivery would 
be reduced to two or three-day delivery. 
However, those who properly prepare mail 
at the Hartford or Shrewsbury facilities be- 
fore the “critical entry time” of that day may 
have the opportunity to have that mail deliv- 
ered next-day, according to the United States 
Postal Service. Three-day delivery could be 
upgraded to two-day delivery. 

If such proposals are implemented, the 
United States Postal Service maintains sig- 
nificant infrastructure changes could be 
made nation-wide. 

“Once studies are completed and they re- 
align the transportation network, we’ ll have 
a better handle on what changes will occur,” 
said Dugas. “Most customers don’t seem to 
be overly concerned about two-day delivery 
than the overnight,” she said. 
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The United States Postal Service contends 
such actions must be taken to reduce costs 
and increase revenue. A steady decline in 
the volume of First-Class Mail stands as the 
reason for such measures. According to the 
United States Postal Service, the volume of 
mail has declined by more than 4.3 billion 
pieces since 2006 and is still spiraling down- 
ward. First-Class mail has dipped 25 percent 
while single piece First-Class mail, such 
as letters adhered with postage stamps, has 
dropped 36 percent since 2006 and about 50 
percent since 2001. 

“The U.S. Postal Service must reduce its 
operating costs by $250 billion by 2015 in 
order to return to profitability,’ said Vice 
President of Network Operations David 
Williams, in a press release. “The proposed 
changes to service standards will allow for 
significant consolidation of the postal net- 
work in terms of facilities, processing equip- 
ment, vehicles and employee workforce and 
will generate projected net annual savings of 
approximately $2.1 billion” 

In 2001, the total mail volume was 207.5 
billion. Ten years later in 2010, it was 171 
billion. First-Class mail volume in 2001 was 
103.7 billion. In 2010, 1t dropped to 78.2 
billion. Stamped mail volume in 2001 was 
53.6 billion; in 20101, just 28.6 billion. The 
United States Postal Service does not re- 
ceive tax dollars for its operating expenses, 
relying on postage, product and service sales 
to fund operations. Its annual revenue is $67 
billion.

Getting students ready 
States that applied for this federal grant 
were also required to adopt new national 
standards, known as the Common Core Stan- 
dards (CCS), a universal set of standards for 
English/language arts and math that identi- 
fies grade-by-grade skills that pre-kindergar- 
ten to gradel2 students should learn to be 
ready for college or careers by high school 
graduation. 
The state Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education (DESE) enhanced the 
national standards by revising the Massa- 
chusetts’ curriculum standards and adding 
them to the national standards. 
By combining the two, DESE created the 
new Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks 
for English language arts and literacy and 
mathematics as a replacement for existing 
curriculum standards that have been in place 
for more than a decade. 
LeClair said the goal of the new frame- 
work is not only to increase student college 
and career readiness, but also to move to a 
new common college and career readiness 
assessment system based on common stan- 
dards in English/language arts and math- 
ematics, and eventually science. 
The state plans to replace the current Mas- 
sachusetts Comprehensive Assessment Sys- 
tem (MCAS) with an updated common as- 
sessment system in four years. 


Online assessments vs. paper and

“This is a major shift that also could likely 
mean moving to online assessments instead 
of using paper and pencils,’ LeClair told 
members of the school committee during a 
presentation on the new curriculum frame- 
works prior to the Dec. 13 meeting. 

The committee requested the special pre- 
sentation when LeClair and interim Superin- 
tendent William Sapelli proposed hiring 14 
common core facilitators at the November 
meeting. 

They said the job description for the fa- 
cilitators needed to be approved as soon as

ers integrate Agawam’s current curriculum 
with the new state frameworks prior to Sep- 
tember. 

Even though Sapelli and LeClair ex- 
plained that the facilitators would not be 
new personnel (but would come from within 
the current teaching staff and would be paid 
through a RTTT grant), the committee put 
off a vote on the positions. 

Committee members told Sapelli and 
LeClair they wanted more information about 
the new frameworks before voting on the fa- 
cilitator positions. 

During her presentation, LeClair told the 
committee that while the new frameworks 
align closely with existing standards, they 
are written for individual grades instead of 
just grade spans so teachers can focus on 
specific subject areas for each grade level. 
In addition, there are more rigorous learning 
standards for students in lower grades. 


New teaching concepts 

“Integrating these new standards is not as 
simple as just laying them down over our ex- 
isting curriculum,” she said. “There are a lot 
of new concepts for teachers to wrap their 
heads around.” 

LeClair added that because Agawam does 
not have department heads like many other 
school districts, the facilitator positions are 
critical in “giving us a road map on how we 
accomplish” implementing the new curricu- 
lum. 

“The curriculum is always a work in prog- 
ress, so our facilitators will help us with 
tweaking, fine tuning, and looking for gaps 
to ensure we are where we need to be with 
our curriculum,” said LeClair. 

She said the facilitators will help teach- 
ers prepare for the transition by serving as 
resource persons and helping to direct the 
assessment, writing, and reviewing of cur- 
riculum in each school. 

At the regular meeting that followed 
LeClair’s presentation, the committee voted 
unanimously to approve the job description 
of the facilitators, who will continue work- 
ing in their current teaching positions. They 
will be paid a stipend of $2,500 to work ad- 
ditional hours outside the regular school day 
(such as after school and during vacations) 
to assist with incorporating the revised cur- 
riculum into the new standards and assess- 
ment system.

Man helps rescue neighbor from burning building 


Dec. 27 fire sends two to 
Baystate Medical Center

FEEDING HILLS — A Memorial Park resident is cred- 
ited with helping to save his neighbor from a fire shortly be- 
fore 5 p.m. on Tuesday, Dec. 27 according to Agawam Fire 
Chief Alan Sirois. 

In a statement released by the fire department last week, 
Sirois said George Arslanian heard yelling outside his home 
on Memorial Park in Feeding Hills and upon looking out the 
window, saw a haze he felt was too thick to be fog. When he 
went out to investigate, he found a neighbor yelling that her 
home was on fire and that her grandmother was still inside. 

Arslanian entered the smoke-filled house to rescue Mary 
Ferrari, who was unable to get herself out of the home. He 
was unable to complete the rescue, however, due to the heavy 
smoke and heat. 

When Agawam Firefighters arrived at the scene, Ferrari 
was safely removed from the building. Fire department para- 


medics and Agawam Police officers moved her to a waiting 
ambulance where she and Arslanian were treated for expo- 
sure to smoke. Both were transported to Baystate Medical 
Center in Springfield. 

“Ferrari owes her life not only to firefighters, but in large 
part to the actions of her brave neighbor,’ Sirois said. He 
went on to state that the incident was “a great example of 
emergency responders and the public working together to 
safe a life,’ but he added that every year, dozens of civil- 
ians die tragically in ill-fated attempts to rescue people from 
building fires. Firefighters wear specialized fire and heat-re- 
sistant attire and air packs to protect them from smoke and 
heat inside a building, a benefit that the public doesn’t have. 

“Mr. Arslanian’s brave act could easily have ended in trag- 
edy,” Sirois said. “[He] got so close to the fire that his hair 
was singed.” 

Investigators from the Agawam Fire Department, with 
assistance from the Massachusetts State Fire Marshal’s Ar- 
son Investigation Unit, determined that the fire started in the 
basement of the home. The origin of the fire was not deemed 
suspicious. 

The building suffered heavy smoke and fire damage esti- 
mated to be in excess of $125,000.

Meeting a hockey legend

AGAWAM - When the name Jimmy An- 
derson comes up in hockey circles, he is 
mentioned with fondness and admiration. 
Anderson was perhaps one of the most be- 
loved players to play for the Springfield In- 
dians during the 1960’s. 

In those days, the Indians of the AHL 
played their games at the Coliseum on the 
grounds of the Eastern States Exposition and 
Anderson could be counted on to bring the 
crowd to their feet. 

He would become the all time leader in 
games, goals, and points by an American 
Hockey League player in the city of Spring- 
field. Anderson would make an impact with 
the club, right from the start, winning the

Dudley “Red” Garrett Memorial Award as 
the AHL’s outstanding rookie in 1954-53, 
During his playing days with the Indians, 
he would score 20 goals 12 times, with five 
straight 30-goal seasons. Playing for the 
great Eddie Shore, Anderson would learn a 
great deal from him, although in those days, 
the pay wasn’t great, and Shore refused to 
let Anderson leave the team to play in the 
NHL. 

“He was tough no doubt,” said Ander- 
son, “and when he spoke you listened. Even 
during the offseason in the summer, he 
would make me work for him, driving him 
around.” 

Anderson would become one of the of- 
fensive leaders on the Indians record set- 
ting clubs of the early 1960’s, as Springfield 
became the first and still the only franchise 
in league history to capture three consecu- 
tive Calder Cup championships. In 1960- 
1962, Anderson earned a Second Team AHL 
All-Star berth at left wing, posting a career 
best 81 points and leading the AHL with 43 
goals, his first of five straight 30-goal efforts. 
Again he would become a Second Team All- 
Star in the 1963-64 seasons, as another 40- 
goal output gave him the Willie Marshall 
Award as leading goal scorer. In 1967, the 
NHL’s expansion Los Angeles Kings took 
over hockey operations in Springfield, with 
Anderson still wearing his familiar number 
10. He would record the 12th final 20-goal 
season of his AHL career in 1967-68. That 
year at age 37, he finally made his debut in 
the National Hockey League with Los An- 
geles. 

As most young boys from around the area 
found their way to the Coliseum to watch the 
Indians play hockey, one young man from 
Agawam got the chance to meet Anderson. 
Frank J. Andruss Sr, was in attendance one 
night, when his father took him to the game. 

“Hockey in West Springfield was a big 
thing in those days,” said Andruss, “and I got 
to see a good share of the games. 

“It was standing room only on most 
nights, so you had to get there early if you 
wanted a seat.”

He was surprised one night when his father 
said he was going to introduce him to one of 
the players after the game. That player was 
Jimmy Anderson, and he gave Andruss his 
game Stick. 

“I remember being so excited to meet him, 
and all I could say was good game I was 
even more shocked when he said: “Thanks 
Kid’, and gave me the stick,” he said. 

Andruss would keep that stick for many 
years after, only to lose it during the move to 
his second home. That chance meeting took 
place in 1967, but fate would bring the two 
together again some 44 years later. 

Andruss, who works for the Pioneer Val- 
ley Transit Authority was checking his man- 
ifest one morning. “I saw the name James 
Anderson on my list of clients to pick up, 
and was wondering if it was the same guy.

“All of the plaques, awards, and 
other Hockey mementos’ Anderson collect- 
ed have very special meaning to him, and he 
added that he would never part with anything 
in his collection. 

“Just having these things makes me feel 
good,” Anderson said. “It really brings back 
fond memories for me.” 

Anderson’s whole life consisted of Hock- 
ey, where after his playing days, he would 
serve as Springfield’s coach in 1969-70 and 
again in the 1975-76 seasons.

At 81 
years of age, he still laces up his skates as he 
teaches youngsters how to skate at Amelia 
Park in Westfield.

Anderson was elected to the AHL Hockey 
Hall of Fame in 2009, as part of the fourth 
class. He would finish with 426 goals and 
821 points in 943 games, good for a place 
in the AHL’s all-time top 10 in all three cat- 
egories.

space? Think All-America Selections. 

Since 1933, the All-America Selection 
(AAS) distinction has been bestowed on 
new, never-before-sold varieties of bed- 
ding plants, flowers and vegetables. This 
honor is achieved after rigorous testing at 
trial grounds throughout North America, 
in line with their motto: “tested nation- 
ally and proven locally.” Bedding plant 
contestants are judged twice, once in the 
greenhouse for such things as pack perfor- 
mance, uniformity and earliness and again 
for garden performance. New flower in- 
troductions are judged against one anoth- 
er, but are also compared to those already 
in the market. Do they have a novel color, 
form or fragrance? Perhaps they exhibit 
remarkable disease or pest resistance or 
an extended flowering period. Vegetables 
may be considered AAS worthy thank to 
prolific yields, exquisite flavor or early 
fruit set among other criteria. 

This year, one bedding plant, one 
flower and two vegetables were awarded 
the AAS seal of approval. In the bedding 
plant category, Salvia “Summer Jewel 
Pink,” with its prolific pink blooms and 
compactness received high marks. Anoth- 
er important feature is this salvia blooms 


heat. It has excellent 
pepper flavor and can 
be grown well, even by beginners. And to 
quote the info sheet: “This pepper is an 
all-around good choice no matter where 
you are gardening.” 

The final AAS winner for 2012 is Wa- 
termelon “Faerie,” a unique, creamy yel- 
low-skinner variety with sweet reddish 
pink flesh. Vines spread less than aver- 
age watermelons, and produce four to 
six-pound, family-sized melons early and 
over a long period. It also exhibits good 
disease and insect tolerance. 

If none of this year’s winners “float 
your boat,’ do consider the dozens of 
other AAS winners that are still in circu- 
lation. Most seed catalogs will cite this 
honor either by a symbol or a mention in 
the description. For a full list, consult the 
AAS website at www.all-americaselec- 
tions.org.
